Desire for Parity 

Great Britain does not object to 
the United States’ desire for parity. 
Both want to reduce expenditure, 
hénce the problem of agyeement is 
both difficult and complicated. It 
was felt that an armaments’ agree-~ 
ment was .not reachable without 4 
political agreement, therefore con- 
versations were started with the 
Kellogg Pact as the basis. The next 
question wag the survey of the 
various sections of the fleet, Battle- 
ships were dealt with at the 
Washington Conference. As. regards 
destroyers, itis felt that agreement 
may be reached on an equality of 
displacement tonnage. As regards 
3ubmarines, Great Britain holds 
very ‘strongly, that they should be 
eliminated from warfare, and the’ 
United States is willing to help. The 
very difficult question of cruisers, 
which was wrecked at the previous 
conferences, remained. 

Disagreement on the cruisers 
problem was now reduced to the 
narrowest margin of three 
eight-inch cruisers, but both 

President Hoover and the Bri- 

tish Government were determin- | 

ed that there can be no break 
on that account. 

Agreement in that connection 
does not depend finally upon the 
British-American negotiations, but 
upon Great Britain’s ability to fulfil 
her responsibilities to the rest of 
the world. Agreement is only pos- 
sible with the over - riding 
determination both - of the 
United States and Great Bri- 
tain to reach an agreement

The United States: 21 eight-inch 
guns, 15 six-inch guns, a total ton- 
nage of 315,000. 

Great Britain, however, proposes 
that America shall only have 18, 
eight-inch cruisers and a total; 
tonnage not exceeding 300,000. 

“Peace Experiment” 

All British military preparations j 
are at present being made on the 
assumption that there will be no 
war at a certain period not before 
the hypothetical: year “x.” 

In the naval discussions 1936 was 
taken as the standard year. ‘This 
was within the year “x.” 
praposed agreement will be review- 
ed in 1935, thus providing a “period 
for peace experiment,” and to faci- 
litate more systematic methods of 
scrapping replacements at the dock-' 
yards. 


Great Britain has made clear 


‘that whatever America may do in 


the way of expanding her fleet, she 
will find no response in the British ; 
programme, but, if. American build- 
ing resulted in stimulating other 
countries to build, obviously Great 
Britain must take indirectly an in- 
terest in-American building.—Reu- 
ter.

SOME ALLEGATIONS: 


GIRL, WITNESS _T TELLS PITIFUL 
STORY 


“JUMPY TROUSERS” 

Well dressed European and 
Chinese ladies and a large num- 
ber of met thronged the big 
Court room this morning when 
the case aguinst Lam Ling was 
resimed before the Chief Justice 
Sir Henry Gollan. The prisoner 
at the bar is charged with the mur- 
der of an Indian constable nam- 
ed Sapuran Singh on the night of 
July 10, at the hillside between 
the junction of Jordan and Cuan- 
ton-roads, Yaumati.

‘THE ASBESTOS INDUSTRY 


The last year or two has been con- 
spicuous in the Industrial world, main- 
ly in respect of the umber of amal- 
gamations, and mergers which have 
taken place in various trades.

STAINLESS STEEL 


,. The past two or three years have 
shown cénsiderable increase in the case 
of stainless steels. The original -stain-: 
Jess steel, composed of varying percent- 
ages of chromium and iron, while serv- 
ing many purposes, was found to be un- 
satisfactory when used for the manu- 
facture of chemical ressels, with the 
result that many other alloys hate been 
put upon the markel, each of which 
shows certain advantages, but all again 
presenting problems in the welding of 
them. Those firms who specialise in 
the manufacture of stsinless steels have 
conferred with A:oy Welding Pro- 
fesseS, Limited, regarding the welding 
of such steels. and in each- case, we 
learn, it hag been possible for special 
materia] to he made which gives good 
results, At the present time no fewer 
‘than 18 different types of stainless 
steel electrodes are produced by them. 
In the manufactare of stainless -steels 
England is far in advance.of any other 
country; it is only within the past two 
years thet the welding of-such’ steels | 
has been accomplished in America, and; 
then only by. the~use of material ‘im- 
ported _ from Britain. _ Any’ ‘alloy 
in ordinary use—and-many alloys are 
not—can be’ welded as ‘the: result of 
the experience gajned by Alloy Weld- 
ing aes, whether they be ferrous 
or non-ferrous. : :

ELECTRICAL METHODS OF 
PREPARATION 


SAVING MONEY AND LABOUR 


Much money is spent. each year by 
eanners to improve their production 


methods and tliminate. needless waste |. 


of materials and Inbours Quite often it 
is clear- that, if certain things hal 


Lien known or foreseen, the expenst 
in making a change would have hee 
considerably’ smaller: 

’ The aim now in plant layouts is 
flexibility of arrangement so that ney 
equipment can readily be adopted as it 
proves itself ceonomical. 

Early in the adeption of the electric 
ilrive, the contitions in $he preparation 
and process departments of a cannery 
were recognised as adverse to the plac- 
ing of individual motors on each of 
the various machines. Considerable 
water, vinegar, rine, or some othr 
liquid or pasty substance was con- 
stantly being splashed about during _the 
normal operating period, and, in adti- 
tion, it is customary to wash the. mi- 
chine with a water-hose and then diret 
live steam on the various parts to 
sterilize them and remove the water, 

A number of canners now is selecting 
electrical equipment on 2 basis of 
flexibility and using it to the same ai- 
vantage that the meat packing, dairy, 
laundry and ether industries are é- 
ing. In other wards, the constraction 
of eleetric motors has been so improved 
that they can he depended upon to 
operate even under the most severe con~ 
ditions, and the climimation of ove- 
head line shafts and belis is now prac- 
-tical as well as desirable. 

There is much to be gained by the 
removal of overhead shafting and belts 
in a food plant decnuse:— 


(1). The resultant improved appear- 
anee of the plants. 

(2) The individual drive wilt cut down 
production costs. 

(3) It means flexibility in the ar- 
rangement of equipment which, in 
turn, means a Jow changeover cost 
in adopting new equipment or pr-. 
cesses. ¥ 

The construction of much of the:can- 
ning machjnery being used at the pre- 
sent time is not such that full advan- 
faze can he taken of the possibilities in 
thé application of individual - drive. 
This is only natural, and is the same 
condition that existed in other indus- 
tries just before and during the adap- 
tion of the individual drive. However, 
the modern tendency is toward higher 
machine speeds and higher -drive-shait 
snecds. This makes individuolisatio 
of the machines: more feasible and e- 
nomical now than ever before. 

The individual drive, when used on 
modern machines where it is shown to 
be feasible, can reduce production costs 
in the following ways:— 


{1) Better illumipation, at a lover 
cost, ean be obtained and hetter 
illumination means that the ma- 
chine operators can work more ¢li- 
ciently with less effort. 

(2) Certain Machines, such as com 

+ huskeys and cutters, can be Plard 

at an angle to the conveyors from 
which they are fed this means 
that the machine operators an 
accomplish more wark with ss 
effort. i 

Safety features. can be so incor- 
porated in the motor control of the 
machine drive as to minimise the 
damage to the machine should 
foreign matter get into it. A belt 
may or may not slip off before the 
machine actually jams or breaks, 
but. by the proper selection of 
overload protection for the motor, 
the powér can be thrown off the 
machine before any real damage 
is done. This is particularly im- 
portant where the operation of the 
whole line of machine is dependnt 
upon the satisfactory operation of 
one machine in that line, such as 
a pulper or filler. 

{4) The maintenance of the shafts 

and belts is eliminated, and the 
maintenance of a greater number 
of electric motors and control is 
substituted. Modern electrical 4p- 
paratus requires very little maln- 
tenance, when compared with line 
shafts and belts as car be appre- 
ciated from the operating ‘experi- 
ence of many and the experience of 
other industries. 
There is generally a saving in telal 
power costs because the losses in 
the belt and bearing friction of the 
long line shafts are eliminated. 
This is particularly importmt 
where, as in most canneries, the 
horsepower requirement if each 
machine along the line is relativly 
small and the machines are necs- 
sarily distributed over a wide ara. 
Under such conditions the shafting 
and belt costs per horsepower mre 
usually very high, and as muchas 
forty per cent. of the power is 
often lost in. the line shafting and 
belts between the driving motbr 
and the machines. 

The cost of changing a process and 
adopting new machines is less with an 
individual motor drive than with line 
shaft or group drive because it is-ex- 
pensive to change overhead shafting, 
and oblique or right angle drives frm 
overhead shafting are not often fesi- 
ble or practical. With an individual 
motor drive, the machine and driving 
molor may be picked up as a unit and 
-placed at the point and in the positin 
which is most advantageous by making 
relatively simple changes in the power 
conduits. It is also a good plan-to 
consider this factor in the original en- 
duet installation, as these conduit 
changes can be acomplished more reaii-

“ENGINEERING RESEARCH. 


In a recent issue, says “Syren,” we 
made some reference to the part that 
Manchester had played in engineering 
research, and in-so doing alluded. to 
the valuable work carried owt by 
Dalton, Joule and Fairbrain.’ The 
Jast-named- died in 1874, since when 
.there have been other outstanding 
scientific - investigators whose labours 
have been identified with Lancashire's 
industrial centre. .A foremost place 
amongst these must be assigned to Dr. 
Osborne Reynolds, an engineer who 
will long be remembered for his gift 
of investigating scientific phenomena 
by... simple and ingenious ‘experiment. 
In 1868. this versatile genius, at the 
youthful age of 26, was elected to the 
newly-instituted “Professorship of En- 
gineering at Owens College One sec- 
tion. of -his researches’ was devoted to 
film lubrication, and his. work. in this 
direction provided the theoretical basis 
for analysing the problem of lubrica-.

In makiny the establishment of 
personal relations with’ the Presi- 
dent of the United States the first 
object of his foreign policy © Mr.

From the point of view 
of the British Empire a settlement 
o? the naval question with the 
Americans transcends all other ob- 
jects in importance. 7 

The British public regards the 
Franco-German question, in which 
it naturally takes the keenest in- 
terest, as having been seitled by the 
Treaties of Locarno. and by Lhe 
recent report of the Expert Com- 
mittee on Reparations. It assumes 
;that the foreign armies. of occupa- 
tion will be withdrawn from Ger- 
many in the autumn, and that the 
financial arrangements recommend- 
ed in the experts’ report will be 
found satisfactory by the powers 
concerned.

LOWEST LEVEL IN 
AUSTRALIA 

Migration statistics for the hair- 
I to the end oof June. 1929. 
reached the lowest level for the 
last twenty-liree years, the total 
excess of departures over arrivals 
being 1,095. 

The Jast year in whith a minus 
quantity was recorded was 1906. 

Phe subsequent years snowed 
steudy progress, until the record 
was reached in 1912, with 91.892 
more arrivals than departures. 
The post-w aftar the sol- 
diers finally returned in 1920 
showed gradual increases, until 
1927, when the figures were 
38,924 more arrivals than depar- 
tures. The slump began in 1928 
when the figures were reduced to 
27,222. 

Although the figures of assist- 
ed migrants arc available, it is 
impossible te give any trustworthy 
information af the actua! total 
rumber of migrants of British 
birth migrating to Australia from 
Great Britain. The. Development 
and Migration Commission has 
complete control of migration in 
the Commonvealth, but the Com- 
mission recently confessed that it 
was unable to supply these figures 
owing to the complexity of the 
Commonwealth’s migration statis- 
tics, which have presented a per- 
plexing problem to everyone who 
has studied them.

| TWO MUTINIES 


' CREW BARRICADED IN

The reporting of two mutinies 
in one day is unprecedented in 
the memory df existing underwrit- 
ers. For this reason, two report- 
jed recently, have an additional in- 
terest. 

One was in the French steam- 
er “Guethay,” at Ferro], and the 
other in the Finnish steamer 
“Smut,” at Kiel. The fatter pro- 
ceeded, though .the master was 
hurt. but the last news of the 
“Guethay" was that the mutineers 
had barricaded themsaives in the 
hold. 

No damage is reported in either

“Rules for Construction of 
Policy,” states that the term 
“pirates” includes passengers who 
mutiny, and there may be a case 
for calling the mutiny of the crew

master or crew to the prejudice 
of the owner or, as the case nay 
be, the charterer.”

TRAMPS ON TRAMPS 
{By a Shipowner} 
There was a time, not “so very) 
long ago, when I used to judge the 
characters of the offcers. “employed 


.Jon the ships of which I was the prin- 


tipal shareholder by their personal 
appearances, ‘for I alvays believed 
that the officer. who had -sufficient 
self-respect in keeping himself clean 
ind smart was a person entitled to 
yespect in return. 

Gur ships were purely cargo boats 
and, until 1 decided quite casually at 
the last moment to make a voyage 
aut to the Plate in «ae, I’ failed to 
get an unbiased view of affairs. I 
told’ my co-directors of my intentions 
nnd charged them act to make them 
known to anyone inside or outside 
the office. I so aranged matters 
that [ boarded at Barry, just as the 
ship cleared the dock. I might men- 
tion that I had previously telegraph- 
ed the’ masier to await final instrue- 
tiens ‘in the roads. This entirely 
prevented either the master or the 
steward from making any extra pro- 
vision for my presenee on board. 

The dirt and filth which awaited 
me were indescribable. Coal was 
piled up in the hatchway, and, half- 
drunken men were making sorry at- 
tempts to get the heaps levelled so 
that the -hateches could be covered. 
If was appalling! 

A dirty-looking mar with equally 
dirty whiskers peered over the side 
of the bridge as the-tug went along- 
side; it was difficult for me to re- 
cognise the fellow - as the master 1 
had met the previous year. He was 
wearing some kind of a pilot’s hat 
with a broken cloth peak, a dirty 
neckerchief in lieu of a collar, and 
a coat which had seen better days 
as .uniform but was’ now turned 
green. A tramp he was; traly I had 
seen such eharacters much cleaner 
and~- better dressed. This is the 
largest and latest ship we own, I 
thought, and this is the commander! 

Then I reasoned that there must 
be some excuse for this attire: of 
course the vesse] had just completed 
coaling. Afterwards I found that 
she had_finished- the previous even- 
ing. The master resgnised me be- 
fore I reached the brilge. “I'm com- 
ing with you and you -can get along 
as soon as possible,” I told’ him. 

Tha old fellow dit not seem en- 
thusiastic at the prospect. “I wish- 
ed I'd known you were coming sir,” 
he gasped. 

“T did not know mysélf,” I lied, 
“until this morning.” 

There. was a mesroom and a 
saloon aft, but they were almost as 
dirty as the deck itself. No one ap- 
peared to have taken the- precaution 
to prevent coal dust getting below, 
the ship herself was bad enough, 
but surely, I thought, there could 
have been no excuse for letting coal 
and all sorts of other filth being | 
found in the quarters of the ship: 
where the master and officers lived. 
I almost regretterl the step I had 
taken as to this voyage, but I was 
determined to see it through. 

I insisted upon the ship being 
made clean without delay. While 
decks were being eleared of coal two 
men were scrubbing out and wash- 
ing the sides, walls and ceilings of 
the accommodation space. They -had 
not finished before the first meal 
was served. 

- A Poar Repast 

The latter was so uninviting that 
I ordered biscuits and cheese; it was 
a poor repast. The ship’ was not 
long at. sea before I found the 
quality of the stores extremely poor; 
upparently someone had been mak- 
ing money out of them. I insisted 
on dining at the same table as the 
master and officers; there was a long 
run ahead of us down to the River 
Pilate and I. begged them not to 
make or feel any difference at my 
presence. 

For the first few days the officers 
never spoke at table. They had evi- 
dently attempted to keep themselves 
cleaner than usual, but it was a 
poor attempt as their hands appear- 
ed so ingrained with filth that it 
seemed unlikely they could ever get 
them clean. 

I asked the master why his officers 
appeared so dumb and abject. “Do 
you never converse with them?” I 
asked. He seemed a little puzzled 
for a reply, then he told me it was 
not eustomary in such ships to hold 
light conversation. He was. not 
given to frivolities, for if he did 
they might take advantage of such 
conduct and regard it as a sign of 
weakness. 

The miaster’s ideas were certainly 
strange; it was not long before 1 
observed that he treated his mates. 
as inferiors, -He appeared to look 
down upon them a: butters rather 
than social equals. I apologise for 
that—the younger of the two officers 
was far more enlightened and ver- 
satile than either the first mate or 
the master. - 

Perhaps I was blased? 1. don’t 
know, but somehow or other i could 
not help thinking that either of the 
two senior men .in the ship would 
have been better’ employed as boat- 
swains, both had a passion for paint, 
varnish, ‘and. other. smelly ‘stuff; : they 
seemed contented “t be at. work 


| alongside. the men most -of the. time. 
I think the first mate must have 
been: horn.in a paintshop, He was 
actually ‘painting ont. morning: when 
E went on: deck’ as it was getting 
daylight, -The bridge ‘seemed: to. be 
one of the places, abhorrent. to’ him.

men took it easy and appeared to 
approve of his efforts Why should 
they not when they had an ‘officer 
doing their work insjead of making 
them do it? 

A Bohemian Captain 

As for the master, I felt really 
iashamed to bring anyone “near the 
| ship during my stay at the big Ar- 
gentine port. The only time I saw 
the master looking “passably” dress- 
ed was when he came to my hotel. 
In- port the mate paraded the deck 
and quay in such clothes that a 
marine store dealer would have re- 
fused his old rags. No wonder they 
dubbed the ship a tramp. Te seem- 
ed to me that some of the other 
officers on the British cargo ships in 
port were just as careless of their 
personal appearances, German and 
Italian ship’s  officcrs obtained far 
more respect. They were: invariably 
clean shaven and dressed in good 
eloth uniforms, yet I was informed 
by our agents * ‘that their earnings 
were 40 per cent. lower - ‘than those 
paid to our mates. | 

On my return hume—I canie back 
as a passenger on a Royal Mail 
steamer—I_ decided to make 
change. I engaged a smart young 
shipmaster, an R.N.R. lieutenant, 
and asked him to choose his first 
and third officers. I decided to re- 
tain the services of the second, .and 
that an extra officer was necessary. 
I do not wish to infer that I treat- 
ed the former master and mate un- 
fairly. On the contrary, they were 
both given a bonus which would 
more than enable them to carry on 
until they found another ship. | 

~The change was commendable. 
The . “new broom” kept his officers 
smart and bright. He insisted upon 
uniform at all times) He would not 
allow them to-do. the work of the 
sailors. As a result, -we were con- 
sidered above the average tramp 
owners, and I am certain that this 
has led to the old company being 
taken over lock, stock and barrel by 
a combine, which have introduced a 
passenger .service on our former 
routes, The young second mate I 
mentioned -is now in charge of a biz 
ship, while the R.N.R.. shipmaster is 
superintendent of the line. Since we 
insisted upon. the abolition of the 
tramp idea the firm has never look- 
ed back. 

Before I finish: I should like to 
mention. that I think the imtroduc- 
tion of a standard uniform for mas- 
ters and officers a measure worthy 
of greater respect than some appear 
to regard it. 1 travel a great deal 
j in my yacht and I regret to observe 
young officers wearing coloured tics, 
brown boots and fawn macintoshes 
when landing at some of the ports. 


Masters of ships should see that 
when uniform is worn by an officer 
it should not be open to ridicule. I 
have instructed the master of my“ 
yacht, who has a deep-water certi- 
ficate, to observe this rule. 

Lowering Their Status 

One frequently , observes young 
men at Cardiif and Shields wearing 
a Standard Uniform cap over a sol- 
| dier’s pat. jacket, adorned with a 
silver or a metal watch chain, while 
fountain pens, peneils, and the like 
project from a flap pocket. If these 
officers could only be brought te 
realise that they are lowering their 
j status as officers by wearing such 
unseamanlike “rigs? they -would 
speedily change their outlook. 

Tf Standard Uniferm is considered 
to be worth wearing it should be 
worn with respect and not as a cos- 
tume which savours of eomic opera. 
When I was consulied by an_ official 
of the Board of Tride regarding its 
introduction for the Merchant Service 
I gave the measure my whole-heart- 
ed support. Now I regret to ob- 
serve that the uniform is not so 
much appreciated by some officérs as 
It is by others, and I fear the ship- 
masters by not exercising their au- 
thority in such matters must be held 
to blame. If I were master of a 
ship and an officer came on duty 
carelessly dressed, unwashed and un- 
shaven, I should want an explana- 
tion. 

It is not possible for an officer to 
gain the respect to which he is en- 
titled by superiors or inferiors in rank 
unless he is the person to set the 
example. 

It cannot be very satisfactory to 
the feelings of an officer to see a 
steward smartly dressed in uniform, 
whilst he (the offer) is wearing 
nondescript clothing. One often finds 
that the wireless, operator, the 
steward, and the pufser are the only 
correctly-dressed persons on the decks 
of many cargo steamers. 

One excuse which I am told offi- 
cers offer is that their vessels are 
undermanned. My reply to that is, 
British ships are no less underman- 
ned than Swedish or German vessels 
from whom they might well take ex- 
ample.—The Nautical, Magazine.

DISARMAMENT | 


.PUBLIC CONSCIENCE SHOCKED 
‘AT THOUGHT OF WAR ' . 

* THE PRICE _ PEACE 

Dosirable ‘progress towards  dis- 
armament can only, be accomplished 
by sacrifice, wfites **Serntator” in the 
“Journal of Commerce,* The great 
war was won by great sacrifice, and 
the great peace will only be won in 
the same way. Undopbtedly, so far 
as this country is concerned, the 
chief sacrifice will be borne by the 
shipbuilding industry, which has sl- 
ready suffered severely. from the 
limitation placed upon the building 
af warships by the agreement at the 
Washington Conference. of 1921.°- At 
that time we had a big programme of 
building in front of us,-and the 
United States had resumed its pro- 
gtamme of 16 
first put forward in 1916, ‘Japan, 
France, and Italy were also moving in 
the.same direction. It was obvious 
‘that a competition in warship building 
had begun, and it. was understood 
cleirly that such a competition in 
armaments sooner or later ended in 
war, The public conscience was 
shocked at the mere thought of an- 
other conflict even in the distant 
future. 
Washington Conference. 

Britain's Sacrifices 

It is little understood how much 
Great Britain sacrificed: at the Con- 
ference. We accepted the principle 
of parity with the United States, 
thereby abolishing our naval policy 
of: building to 2 two-power 
standard. It meant the  scrap- 
ping of a large number of 
battleships and battle cruisers, 
and the United States did the same. 
Further, the building of ervisers was 
limited ‘in number and size. The 
effecb was put in a terse way 
by Sir Alexander Kennedy when 
he said that pre-war our out- 
put of warships was equal to about 
20 per cent... of the total merchant: 
tomage built, now it was only ‘about 
& per cent. This has been a very 
serious matter for those firms special- 
ly and expensively equipped for this 
work, and for the skilled workmen 
trained in all the intricacies of war- 
ship construction. It has necessarily 
accentuated the depression in the 
industry due to a surplus of mer- 
chant tonnage, to the restriction of 
world trade, and° to foreign com- 
petition. 

A Persistent Courage 

A further curtailment of warship

by 58 ‘a ton, Add to ths: keen 
foreign competition and you have a 
picture: that might well daunt any- 
one who has money to invest. 

The shipbuilding industry has shown 
a persistent courage since the war in 
keaping its equipment and skill alive 
under difficult circumstances; both 
employers and employed have accepted 
sacrifices to do so in the national 
interest. They have been _ patientiy 
waiting for better days, and it seems 
tht tk wajting is to be prolonged 
still further. More courage will'be 
required—courage te get rid of surplus 
berths and to reorganise methods of 
work, 

All. right-minded people rejoice 
that the cause of peace is being ad- 
yanced, but we must recognise the 
price we have to pay and take steps 
to modify the snffering entailed. 


Notwithstanding the variety of 
opinions expressed by writers, we- 
must give credit to the good training 
of boys in the various training ships. 
Mr. F. ‘H. Clayton, chairman and 
treasurer of the. Shaftesbury Homes 
and “Arethusa” training ship, re- 
marked a few weeks ago that the 
“Arethusea” had turned out 3,353 
boys for the Royal Navy and 6,846 for 
the Merchant Navy since the society 
-had been in existence. The total 
number of children from all parts of 
the Kingdom who had been received 
was 28,080; many had gone to the 
Army while others had migrated over- 
seas. It is certain that the large 
number of boys who were sent to the 
Merchant Service were well trained 
in seamanship and boat work.

PRINCE’S APPEAL 

The Royal National Lifeboat In- 
stitution has received from the Cunard 
Steamship Company a gift of £8,500. 
This gift has been made, in responsé 
to the Prince of Wales's” appeal last 
year_to shippiig companies when he |- 
said: “What protder thing could a 
great shipping line have than its hame 
on one of our lifeboats?’ .The new 
lifeboat will be of the Intest type, | of 
the Waison cabin, 45 feet 6 inches 
long, with twin screws, aid two 40 
I.p. _ engines, She will carry a 
searchlight and line-throwing gun, and 
have a radius of. action of .75 miles. 
She is to be named, “Cunart,” and she 
will replace a motor lifeboat which 
has been at St. Mary’s, Scilly, since 
1919, and has rescued 88 livea. St. 
Mary’s has had a lifebeat station 
since 1837, The Cunard -Line is the 
fifth shipping company to respond to 
the Prince's appeal. . The other four 
are the Peninsular and Oriont Group, 
which have presented the new motor 
lifeboat for Padstow, called “Princess 
Mary;” the White Star Line, which is 
presenting the new motor lifeboat for 
Fishguard, to b; 
and the Roya! Mail Steam Packet 
Company and the Union-Castle Mail 
Steamship ~Company which - are 
jointly presenting the new motor 
lifeboat for Weymouth, to be called 
“Lady Kylsant.” It is also satisfac- 
tory to note that the R.N.LI. finds 
itself ina position to replace at least 
three af its old lifeboats on the South- 
East Coast with more up-to-date craft. 
The firs: of these to come into “com- 
mission” will be the new motor life- 
boat at Southend presented by the 
Civil Service Lifeboat Fund,- and 
“christened” by. Prince George (who 
is himself now a member oi the Civil 
Service) on July 8 Jast. .A motor 
lifeboat is also to be established at 
Hastings, now in course of construc~ 
tion; ani .will. be ready for launching 
in about eight months. A new life- 
boat ig also to be provided for Dun- 
geness, but whether it is to be 2 
motor craft ‘is not yet made clear. 
The subject was mentioned ,by Earl 
Howe at a meeting at Hastings -re- 
cently with reference to the Rye 
Lifeboat Disaster Fund which has 
now happily been settled ta the satis- 
faction of all parties. In the course 
of his speech he stated that the 
R.N.L.L is reorganising its entire 
service in the South-East of England. 
In connection with these notes on new 
lifeboats for the South-East Coast, it 
is interesting to find that n-1927 a 
National Lifeboat Society on similat 
voluntary lines .as the RN.LJ, was 
in {eeland. Teelandie| 
represeniatives of this new society 
afterwards visited England and in- 
spected the lifeboats at Margate and 
Southend, and also the R.N.LI.’s 
storeyard at Poplar and building yard 
at Cowes. The Icelandic Lifeboat 
Society then decided to have a Bri- 
tish lifeboat and the R.NLI. has 
supplied them. with one—a_ 3-feet 
sailing and pulling lifeboat of the 
self-righting type out of its reserve 
fleet, By a coincidence this boat has 
a close connection with the South- 
East of England, as it was built out 
of funds provided by a gift of a lady 
lately. residing at St. Leonards, near 
Hastings. (The boat has now safely 
artived at Reykjavik, the capital of 
Iceland, having been shipped there by 
steamer from Hul

MATTERS. OF Beate 
“* SINTEREST 


As jndictive of the cordial rela’ 
tions existing between shipowners 
and shippers we. ceuld not do better 
than record a’ most interesting func- 
tion which took place on board the 
'ss..“City of Hong Kong,” -when she 
was at the Manchester Docks,” 

The Directors of Ellerman’s, Hall 
and: City Lines had extended a cor- 
dial invitation to-a number of ship- 
Heres merchants, and representatives 

the Manchester Ship Canal Com- 
pany, and‘of the Chamber, ‘to meet 
together at lunch. and exchange 
views on matters of common, inter- 
est. . 

Mr. F, T. L. Princep (Director of 
the Ellerman Line} was in the. chair, 
and (as recorded in the “Manchester 
Guardian”) in welcoming the guests 
said-- “there were two- dificulties 
which the post-war shipowner had to 
face. The first was the very great 
increase in the cost of his plant, for 
there was a constant demand for 
faster and more efficient, and there- 
fore more expensive, ships, The 
second .was the increase in the 
amount of money which had to be 

i “not. refer 
ly to the dock dues, but to the 
cost of. handling. Ports which were 
not prepared to give facilities to en- 
able shipowners to make a direct call 
(were going out of business. Refer- 
ting to the far-seeing policy of ‘the 
Manchester Corporation in giving aid 
to the making of the Ship Canal, 
und to the courageous, energetic, and 
{far-seceing management | of ‘the con- 
cern, the Chairman’ said that what 
shipowners pleaded for at the pre- 
sent time was consideration. They 
were - passing through “very bad 
times, and they, in common’ with 
many great. businesses in_ this. city, 
were putting large” sums ‘of money 
into the business, but they looked to 
the future with confidence. 

A Great Day 

Captain W. C, Bacon, Chairman of 
the Manchester Ship Canal Com- 
pany, said it was a great day for 
Manchester to have a ship such as 
the “City of ‘Hong Kong” in the 
port, for it showed the goodwill of 
the owners towards the Ship Canal 
Company, and of tha merchants who 
had supported the owners, and who 
would, he hoped, support them 
even more in the future. The 
coming of such a ship 2rom 
Bombay and Karachi fuléiled © the 
idea the. Canal Company: had had in 
view in .regard to the direct’ import 
of raw. material such as cotton to 
Manchester, thereby saving costs and 
helping the trade of Lancashire and 
lat the same time of giving the op- 
portunity of sending out direct. the 
goods she manufactured. - The Canal 
Company were deeply indebted to the 
Fall Line and the City Line for 
their continued support of Manches- 
ter, which began some 28 or 30 
years. ago. Every support ought to 
be given to the regular line, and in 
their shipping for Caleutta he be- 
lieved every effort would be made to 
give a good cargo and a satisfactory 
freight Hst. 

Sir Edward Rhodes assuréd the 
shipowners that. they might always 
depend on the earnest -efforts of 
Manchester merchants to make good 
ue of this .wonderful waterway. 
Manchester people. and’ Manchester 
merchants had sought te make good 
use of it, and they would like to see 
ships sailing from this’ port- full of 
cargo not only to such. ports as. 
Madras and Calcutta, but ‘to the Far 
East. So far as the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce was concern- 
ed, they would never be -satisfied 
until they saw our own goods leay- 
ing our own ports. He did not say 
this in any offensive spirit -with re- 
gard to Liverpool, because he con- 
sidered there was room for both. 

Pioneer Lines —~' 

Mr. F.°H. Southern, speaking as 
the represetitative of the’Hall Line, 
the Ellerman Lines, and. associated 
companies, said they claimed to’ be 
one of the pioneer shipping lines -to 
make use ofthe Manchester: -port, 
sending their first -ship- ‘about 1895:

PAID FOR RENT 


Glaneing through the Estim- 
ates for expenditure for 1930 one 
is rather struck by the fre- 
quency with which amounts are 
charged against rent payable by 
the Government in the course. of 
one year. No fewer than twelve 
Departments have to lay out 
money for the rent of premises 
quite distinct from <the usual 
items “rent allowances.” The 
biggest amount is nearly $25,000 
for the rent of Police Stations, 
whilst $15,000 appears for the rent 
of the building used for the Radio 
Office (in addition to an amount 
of $1,500 debited to the P.W.D.). 
Even so, the total amount in the 
Estimates under.the heading of 
rents is no less than $80,019! 
Thus the Government spends 
$6,669 a month on the rent of pre- 
mises for carrying out Govern- 
ment work. It would be interest- 
ing, leaving out the rent of the 
Radio Office. to ascertain how the 
sums allocated for rents have in- 
creased during the’last ten years. 
It seems about time that the 
Government set about becoming

‘PARCEL DELIVERY 


HOW THE POST OFFICE AT 
HOME WORKS 

Every year His Majesty's Post 
Office handles over six thousand 
million letters, not to mention some 
150,000,000 parcels. In these 
transactions the railways of. Great 
Britain are called ‘upon to play a 
prominent part. Over eighty per 
cent. of the letters, amounting 
to . 25,000,000 bags, and 140,000 
parcels, are conveyed by train each 
year. Of all the operations con- 
nected with the handling of mails 
by railway, the most spectacular is 
the receipt and delivery of mails at 
intermediate points by the travel- 
ling post offices, while the mail 
trains are travelling at full speed. 
For this purposes mail sorting- 
coaches, specially equipped for this 
exchange, are used. in conjunction 
with suitable ground apparatus at 
the line-side. 

The apparatus for receiving the 
mails consists of a large net, fold- 
ed neatly into the side of the coach, 
and extended ready. for use by 
means of a lever inside the coach. 
For delivery purposes each sorting- 
coach is provided with two traduc- 
tor arms, normally folded to the 
coach-side below the level of + 
net, but swung outwards when the 
delivery is to take place. At each 
fixed location where exchanges are 
arranged ‘to take place, a corres- 
ponding ground apparatus is pro- 
vided. This consists.of a capacious 
net to receive the bags from the 
train, and a high.rotating standard, 
the arm of which is bent over-at 
the top, so that it can be swung 
out towards the line carrying the 
bags for the train, when the. latter 
is signalled as approaching. Sub-

HOME AFTER TEN MONTHS OF 
THRILLS 


ROUND THE WORLD 
Paris, July 16. 

“We have had the most wonderful 
trip.” said the Vicomtesse. Jacques. 
de. Sibour, who: was formerly Miss 
Selfridge, to a pressman: 

She and her husband have just 
completed a 16,000-mile tour round 
the world in, a-small Moth aeroplane 
in exactly ten months. 

The Vicomte Jacques de Sibour 
and his wife are keen aviators, and 
had-eriginally intended to fly east 
om a shooting expedition, -but, al- 
though they carried ‘only two 
minute suitcases with them, they 
decided to make the round trip, 
sometimes flying over almost un- 
charted territory. 

“Our machine behaved wonder. 
fully,” she continued, fand al 
though we changed our engine at 
Karachi in. India becayse of a 
mechanical defect, that was our 
only real mishap. .We have not 
even had to blow up the“tyres. of 
our landing wheels. 

“We started frem London on 
September 14 last year, and flew 
by way of France and Spain to 
Algeria, where we made a forced 
landing in_ the Atlas Mountains, 
which was, however, not serious. 
From there-we proceeded along the 
north ‘coast of Africa to Cairo, 
whence we flew to Bagdad and 
Basrah.

A wireless expert, who examin- 
ed the equipment-in detail on the 
ship, gave the following parti- 
culars to the London representa- 
of the “Journal of Com- 
merce :"— 

The “Bremen” is equipped with 
the mst modern wireless ap- 
pliances which I have sen. Her 
is not limited to a 
wireless cabin. It has been raised 
to a déeinite department in the 
ship’s organisation, and its im- 
portance has been recognised by 
the allotment of libiral accom- 
modation, ~ 

On the top deck two large cabins 
have ben-—provided for electrical 
equipmat. One cabiy, which is 
approximately 20ft. by 18ft., con- 
tains all the motors which are 
used for the various wireless 
transmitters and is fitted up as a 
fully-equipped workshop to enable 
any netessary repairs to be car- 
ried oat at sea. The - second 
eabin, which is approximately 14ft. 
by 12ft, contains all the low ten- 
sion anl high tension accumula- 
tors required for the various ser- 
vices, including the accumulators 
necessaty for werking the emerg- 
ency — transmitter.

expedition. This cabin is ac- 
cessible to ‘passengers without 
their going on ta open- deck, and 
is fitted with an automatic tele- 
phone communieating with every 
part of the ship. . : 

Immediately nnposite this raom, 
but separated by a companion-way 
is a sound-proof telephone cham- 
ber providing accommodation for 
passengers to speak, - without be-- 
ing overheard by other passengers, 
to their friends on any passing 
.Ships that “may be _ similarly 
equipped. or to their friends on 
shore when suitable connection is 
established with the landline tele- 
phone system. © 

The importance which the Ger- 
man’. .shipowner attaches to the 
equipment of a wireless depart- 
ment is forcibly illustrated by the 
accommodation provided. No 
fewer than 12 spacious cabins 
have been set aside to ensure the 
efficient working of this depart- 
ment. The system used is the 
Telefunken. 

Six Operaters 

The “Bremen” carries six wire- 
less operators, who are provided 
with every comfort. Each of the 
four senior operators is provided 
with a well-appointed cabin ad- 
joining the main operating cabins, 
and a special bathroom is provid- 
ed for their exclusive use. One 
large cabin is provided for the two 
junior operators. Each of the 
wireless operators' cabins ig con- 
‘nected by telephone, to the wire- 
less office, and, in addition, the 
chief operator is provided with a 
special automatic telephone en- 
abling him ‘to speak direct to the 
captain ahd: other chief officers of 
the ship. 

With regard tothe operating 
details, it is imteresting to note 
that all the motors situated on 
the top deck are controlled by 
automatic starters operated from 
the main wireless cabin by a:push 
button control box.. This arrange- 
ment ensures that no sound of these 
motors penetrates to any of the 
operating cabins, but a dial with- 
in easy sight of each operator 
indicates if each motor is running 
properly. .
